Postmasters of Eastern Cities Appear 
Before Postoffice Committee Tes- 
tifying to Success of the Pneu- 
matic Tube Service—Other 
Washington News.

Washington, May 3.—iSpecial.)—Senator 
Clay has been hard at work in the com- 
mittee on postoffices and post roads for 
several davs, the committee be‘ng en- 
gazed in the oonsideratiun of tho post- 
ofiee appropriation bill. He had epecial 
charge of the provision for the southern 
fast mail, and today the committee, by a 
vote of seven to two, decided to retain the 
appropriation. It will be fought, as usual, 
on the floor of the senate, but Senator 
Clay has no doubt of his ability to carry 
it through there. 

Senator Clay introduced an amendment 
in the interest of the railway mail clerks, 


increasing the salaries of the $800, $900 and | 


$1,000 clerks by $100 a year each. The 
house bill provided for an increase for 
the higher paid men in this service, but 
mads no provision for increase in their 
grades.

Postmasters Indorse the Pneumatic. 

The committee also acted on a matter 
of considerable interest to Atlanta. That 

was the pneumatic tube appropriation. 
Atlanta is on the list of cities which will 
eventually get the tube service, ir case 
that the service is extended. Today the 
postmasters from New York, SBecston, 
Brooklyn and Philadelphia and leading 
representatives of the commercial or- 
ganizations of those cities appeared be- 
fore the committee and gave the system 
the strongest kind of an indorsement. It 
has, aceording to the testimony of these 
people, proved a great success, and they 
strongly urge that it be retained in those 
cities, where it is already in operation 
and indorsed the wisdom of the proposi- 
tion to extend to other cities. The com- 
mittee reinstated the appropriation of 
$725,000 which the house struck from the 
bill. 
Pritchard Will Not Fight Edwards. 

Senator Pritchard, of North Carolina, 
returned tcday and promptly dispelled the 
idea that he had any intention of making 
a serious fight upon the confirmation of 
Harry Edwards. He said that Senator 
Butler must have misunderstood him with 
regard to the matter, and he did not in- 
tend by anything he had said to his col- 
league to cenvey a request that the case 
be held up. He said his only connectton 
with the matter was to give Colonel Locke 
a letter of introduction to Senator Butler.

INDEMNITY IS NOT LARGE 
Claim Against Turkey Is Only for 
$73,807. 

Boston, May 3.—In view of numerous 
Statements in the public press as to the 
extent of losses sustained by missiona- 
ries in Turkey during the 1895 massacres, 
Secretary James lL. Barton, of the 
American board of commissioners for for- 
eign missions, has prepared a statement 
in reply to charges of excessive esti- 

mates. 

Dr. Barton states that the mission 
board has presented no charge against 
the Turkish government for indemnity; 
that as soon as the losses occurred the 
American minister at the porte, Judge 
Terrill, requested the missionaries at 
Harpoot to present an itemized state- 
ment, also informing them that he had 
made a demand for a fixed sum, instruct- 
ing the missionaries to make their item- 
ized lists correspond to that amount. 
Under that official instruction lists were 
prepared. 

The present minister, Mr: Straus, had 
these lists revised so’as to cover only the 
actual losses sustained and it is this list 
alone which is under consideration. 

The total amount now asked for losses 
actually incurred at Harpoot is $73,807. 
Secretary Barton says that in the mat- 
ter of indemnity for these losses the ini. 
tiative was taken by the United States 
minister at Constantinople. 


PEASANTS DISARM TROOPS. 


Two Battalious of Soldiers Are Now 
Guarding a Town. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, May 3.—A rising of peas- 
anis in the vicinity of Rustchuk is as- 
suming alarming proportions. The peas- 
ants have succeeded in disarming some 
troops, und have used rifles against oth- 
ers. Two officers and fifteen men have 
been killed or wounded. A similar num- 
ber of peasants fell. About 3,000 peasants 
are now marching on Rustchuk against 
two battalions of troops sent to defend 
the town.

Washington, May 3.—The senate today 
adopted the motion of Mr. Har to take 
up the resolution of the committee on 
elections declaring that Mr. Clark, of 
Montana, was not duly elected to the sen- 
ate and then postponed consideration of 
the question for a week, The greater 
part of the day wag occupied in consider- 
ation of the army appropriation bill. The 

iscussion at times was very spirited. 
The bi.l passed without division. The day 
closed with the passage of a number of 
private pension bills, among them being 
bills granting a pension of $100 per month 
to Mrs, Julia MacV. Henry, widow of the 
late General Guy V. Henry; $0 a month 
each to General James Longstreet, Mrs. 
Margaret M. Badger, widow of the late 
Commodore Badger,andtoMrs. Harriet 
Gridley, widow of the late Captain Grid- 
ley, of the navy. 

A bill restoring 
Hale to the revenue cutter 
passed. 

A resolution requiring the civil service 
commission to supply the genate with in- 
formation concerning the violation of the 
civi] service law in 1899 was adopted. 

The senate then agreed to a motion by 
Mr. Hoar to take up the Clark resolution 
and postponed further consideration for 
a week. 

Before this agreement was reached 
there was a spirited controversy over 
some remarks made by Mr, Chandler 
yesterday. Mr. Bacon took exception to 
the fact that Mr. Chandler had said he 
had heard it stated that there was a 
purpose to delay the consideration of the 
resolution in order to prevent the gover- 
nor of Montana making an appointment 
of a senator to succeed Mr. Clark in case 
the seat now occupied by him should be 
deciared vacant The fact, (Mr. Bacon 
said, that Mr. Chandler had stated that 
he had heard this talk outside of the sen- 
ate chamber did not relieve it from its 
objectionable character, for he could see 
no motive for the statement of the sena- 
tor from New Hampshire unless some 
implication of senators was intended. As 
for himself, he could not say what his 
own action would be on the Clark reso- 
lution. He regarded himself as a judge 
sitting in that case and he would, he 
added, claim the right to investigate it 
thoroughly before entering judgment. 
Had Reference to Stewart’s Threat. 

Mr. Chander said that his remarks re- 
garding a desire to delay the considera- 
tion of the resolution had not been called 
by anything that Mr. Bacon had sald, but 
that he had had especial reference to M:. 
Stewart’s threat ‘“‘to read in the senate 
if not given to me to read out of it, the 
testimony taken by the committee.’’ 

‘Threat?’ said Mr. Stewart. ‘Threat 
to do what?’ 

“Threat,’’ Mr. Chandler replied, 
if any attempt was made to rush 
Clark resolution the three volumes of 
testimony would be read for the purpose 
of delay.”’ 

Mr. Stewart sald that he had made no 
such statement as a threat, but he woud 
repeat that if the time was not given to 
read the testimony outside the senate 
chamber time would be taken to read it 
in the chamber. The case should be cun- 
sidered’ deliberately and,decently, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that much testi- 
mony was irrevelant. 

“I don’t propose to be jectured,” he 
continued. “I don’t like it, and I par- 
ticularly don’t like it from the man who 
has gathered up all-.gorts of hearsay mat- 
ter and printed it as testimony. 

“When the senator attacks me or the 
committee over which I preside,’’ re- 
torted Mr. Chandler, ‘‘he wil get a lec- 


ture from me.” 
“Well, you'll get a jecture from me on 


the irrelevant scandal] you've put into the 
testimony presented here.” 

This closed the incident. 

The senate then passed the house Dill 
for the amendment of the census law.

FREE HOME BILL PASSES HOUSE

Father of Original Homestead Bill | 


Votes for Measure. 


Washington, May 3.—The house today, 
without division, passed the ‘‘free home’ 
bill, which has been pending before con- 
gress for a number of years. The bi'!l 
provides that the government shall issue 
patents to actual bona fide settlers on ag- 
ricultural lands of the Indian reserva- 
tions opened to settlement. These lands 
were taken up by settlers who contracted 
to pay from $1.25 to $3.75 per acre: By 
the terms of the Dill the government as- 
sumes the payment of the purchase price 
to the Indians and changes the existing 
law relative to agricultural colleges so as 
to insure the payment of the endow- 
ments which heretofore have come out of 
the sale of public lands in case of de- 
ficlency. These payments involve $1,2M,- 
Of the 29,000,000 acres in In- 
settlement, 
for which the government is to pay, or 
has paid, $35,000,000, about 8,000,000 have 
been taken and about 2,000,000 are sup- 
posed to be still available for agricultural 
purposes. A remarkable thing in connec- 
tion with the passage of the bill today 
was a speech in favor of it by Galusha 
A. Grow, of Pennsylvania, the venerable 
ex-speaker of the house, who forty-eight 
years ago fathered and passed the orig- 
inal homestead bjll. He was then the 
youngest and is now the oldest member 
of the house. 

Mr. Eddy, of Minnesota, in charge of 
the measure, in the opening argument 
said all party platforms had declared in 
favor of the bill. 

Mr. Flynn, of Oklahoma, pointed out 
that settlers would have to reside upon 
their lands and cultivate them for five 
years before securing title. 

Mr. “Maddox, of Georgia, opposed the 
bill. He said it would cost the govern- 
ment $35,859,964. 

Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, was among 
those who spoke in favor of the bill. 

An amendment offered, by Mr. Cannon 
was adopted to limit the operation of the 
act to agricultural lands “‘which have al- 
ready been opened to settlement.’”’ 

The bill was then passed amid enthusi- 
asm in the galleries. The sundry civil 
appropriation bill was then taken up. 

After a long discussion, during which 
Mr. De Armond, of Missouri, and Mr. 
Livingston, of Georgia, clashed sharply, 
general debate was limited to thirty min- 
utes. 

Mr. Kitchen, of North Carolina, con- 
sumed practically all this time in the dis- 
cussion of a North Carolina election, in 
reply to some remarks by Mr. Linney, uf 
North Carolina. 

After disposing of twenty-five pages of 
tne bill, the nouse at 5 p. m. adjourned.

It showed that during the past hundred 
vears the Methodist Episcopal church had 
devéloped ninety-seven fold. The bishop’s 
address stated that the church had not 
abandoned its position on the liquor ques- 
tion. On the contrary, “aroused and in- 
dignant at the aggressions of the liquor 
power, at-the inexcusable miscarriage 
of the anti-canteen law and at the new 
perils in which the nation is involving its 
new possessions we will summon and 
pledge all our ministers and people to a 
more determined struggle against this 
enormous evil.’’ As to marriage and di- 
vorce, the address continued: 

“In the presence of this evil the church 
cannot allow its rules on the subject of 
divorce and remarriage to be in any case 
inoperative and void.

ENGLISH ARE MOVING WITH CARE 


Fifty Thousand Soldiers Are Now 
Spread Out on the Line of 
Advance and Are Moving

Slowly. 


London, May 4.—It is announced 
that the British have captured Brand- 


fort. 
Brandfort, Tuesday Morning, May 


3.—Brandfort was captured by a com- 
bined movement of Colonel Tucker’s 
and General Pole-Carew’s divisions 
on the east and center, and General 
Hutton’s mounted infantryj on the 
west. The British surprised the 
Boers, who retreated hastily. Four 
thousand of the enemy moved here 
yesterday evening in order to oppose 
our advance. Colonel Tucker’s ar- 
tillery had a sharp duel with the en- 
emy’s guns and put two of them out 
of action. 


London, May 4.—4:15 a, m.—General 
Broadwood’s cavalry brigade has reached 
Isabelfontein, twenty-eight miles north of 
Thabanchu. General Ian Hamilton ts 
Bivouacking at Jacobsruhl, fifteen miles 
north of Thabanchu. ‘General Tucker's 
division is moving eastward from Karee 
siding. The divisions of General French 
and General Rundle are in and near Tha- 
banchu. Thus Lord Roberts has 50,000 
men operating clear of the railway along 
& front of forty miles. He is advanc- 
ing slowly with some successes, but noth- 
ing decisive. Yet in all points of con- 
centration, the Boers appear in force suffi- 
client to compel the British to proceed 
with caution. Their wide front in a rug- 
eed country makes turning movements 
off-hand difficult. 

The Boers, Mr. Winston Churchill says, 
have enormous herds of cattle and flocks 
of sheep gathered in the southeast. These 
they are driving northward. 

Observers at headquarters in Bloemfon- 
tein seem to think that the Boers are pre- 
paring to evacuate Brandfort and Lady- 
brand. The Boers still holding Thaban- 
chu district are estimated at 4,000. They 
have among their guns a forty-pounder. 
One correspondent, wiring from Bloem- 
fontein, Wednesday, at 11:5 p. m., said 
the British hoped to cut off the whole 
commando, 

The correspondents at Kimberley have 
been forbidden to communicate for sev- 
eral days, the deduction being that a for- 
ward movement is under way there. The 
Botrs in Natal are restless. Two hun- 
dred crossed Sundays river Wednesday 
and tried to engage the British outposts, 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of The 
Standard, telegraphing, May 2d, says: 

“T have just ridden hither from Tha- 
banchu, along the line of our advance 
east of Bloemfontein. The distance is 
fully forty miles, and yet almost every 
point of concentration is contested by the 
enemy. 

“General Rundle, with the Eighth di- 
vision, is posted on our right flank with 
orders to guard a strong and boldly out- 
lined frontal position in a country of a 
decidedly difficult nature, There the 
Boers have posted a number of guns of 
superior weight and range to our own. 
However, they show no disposition to do 
more than keep in touch with us and to 
harrass our advance. 

“Further to the west General Ian Ham- 
ilton, with his division of mounted In- 
fantry is pressing northward, encounter- 
ing only a desultory fire. The Highland 
brigade, from Valkrantz, has been en- 
gaged, while General Tucker, command- 
ing the Seventh division, has moved east- 
ward from Karee Siding and has returned 
south, followed by the Boers. 

Nevertheless the cavalry, owiag to 
the great numbers of the enemy, have 
been. prevented from completing the 
movement that was intended to encircle 
the Boers on the march to Bradfort; 
and the enemy is now prepared to offer 
stubborn opposition on an entrenched 
hill to the southeast of Kroonstad. They 


will probably abandon that position as 
soon as their stores have been moved 
north of the Vet river. 

“General Tucker's attempt to advance 
on Bradfort showed the enemy to be 
in considerable strength. The Colonial 
cavalry were engaged, and they lost 
twenty horses while under fire from 
pompoms. The Boers were, however, 
driven from their position, 

The Daily News has the following from 
Tnabanchu, dated Wednesday: 
“Yesterday's flanking movement Captain 
Towse and fifty Gordon Highlanders 
were surrounded by 250 Boers, who de- 
manded their surrender. Captain Towse 
ordered his men to fix bayonets and 
charge. With a wild cheer the Gordons 
rushed at the enemy and swept them 
away with great slaughter. Captain 
Towse was blinded in both eyes by the 
enemy’s fire and throughout behaved 
most heroically.’ 


HOW REPORTS WERE EDITED 


Spion Kop Story Was Told Only in 
Part. 

London, May 4.—The telegraphic cor- 
respondence relating to the Spion kop dis- 
aster was issued to parliament just be- 
fore midnight Thursday. Lord Lans- 
downe, secretary of the state for war, 
wired March 28th, asking the advice of 
Lord Roberts about publishing the dis- 
patch, saying ‘‘we cannot publish all the 
documents inclosed with your dispatch 
of February 13th’’ and suggesting cer- 
tain dispatches which, in Lord Lans- 
downe’s opinion, might be pubdlished. 
Lord Lansdowne added: 

“But I would not feel justified ' 
edic.ng the report unless ome pn ey 
you may perhaps think it well to refer 
to Bul.er. I suggest, as an alternative, 
that we shou'd treat your dispatch of 
February 13th and al) its inelosures as 
confidential and that Buller should send 
through you a full narrative of the opera- 
tions. ane i could forward t6 me with 
any observations you desired to 
publication.’ — 

lord Rolerts replied to Lord Lans- 
downe in a dispatch dated Bloemfontein, 
Merch gist, that he had suggested to Sir 
Redvers Builer to prepare a fu]! narra- 
tive, but that Sir Redvers hag answered 
as follows:

He asked Lord Lansdowne to wire a re- 
ply. This reply from Lord Lansdowne, 
dated Apri] 2, said: 

“In view of Buller’s objection, I aban- 
don the proposal that the dispatch should 
be re-written and I .propuse to publish 
the selection described in my dispatch of 
March 28th,” 

Lord Roberts answered under date of 
April] 6th: 

“I agree to my dispatch of February 
13th being published.” 

The correspondence also contains th? 
two dispatches referred to in Lord Lans- 
downe’s dispatch of March 2th. The 
first is from Lord Lansdowne to General 
Buller dated January 5th, representing 
the impossibility of publishing his dis- 
patches, which “contain views of the 
situation and forecasts of his intentions’’ 
and emphasizing the advisability of send- 
ing dispatches descriptive of the opera- 
tion for presentation to parliament, The 
second is from Lord Wo'seley to Lord 
Roberts, dated February 6th and saying: 

“You will, I feel sure, agree with me 
that Methuen’s dispatch regarding Ma- 
gersfontein could not be published as 
sent. There are passages in it inappro- 
priate to such documents and it also 
gives information of importance to the 
enemy. If he likes I will revise the dis- 
patch, But I prefer not to undertake this 
responsibility. I suggest that you should 
ask him to cance] this dispatch and to 
write qgnother,”’ 

The correspondence does not indicate 
whether Lord Methuen rewrote the dis- 
patch as suggested. 

The Spion kop dispatches as published 
were exactly the selections suggested in 
Lord Lansdowne’s dispatch of March 


28th. 
HARTZELL PLEADS FOR BRITONS 


Bishop of the M. BE. Church Speaks 


in Chicago. 

Chicago, May 3.—Bishop J. C. Hartzell, 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, plead- 
ed the cause of the Briton in the Trans- 
vaal tonight before an audience that al- 
most filled the auditorium. He spoke 
from impressions gained by personal ob- 
servation of conditions in South Africa, 
from personal acquaitance with President 
Kruger and his advisers and from close 
study of laws and the administration of 
laws by the government. Bishop Hartzell 
made his argument in behalf of the Eng- 
lish, The audience was pro-British in 
its sympathies.

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CAUSES LITTLE ENTHUSIASM. 


Hamilton’s Victory Does Not Arouse 
the British. 

London, May 3.—Lord Roberts's latest 
dispatch throws no light on the object and 
possibiNties of the extensive operations in 
the neighborhood of Thabanchu,. One mil- 
itary critic believes the inference is justi- 
fled that Lord Roberts's successful attack 
at Houtnek threatens the Boer center and 
puts the British in a favorable position to 
crush the Boer left, which !s still facing 
General Rundle at Thabanchu or their 
right, which ig somewhere between 
Grandfort and Winbureg. 

Geieral Ian Hamilton's success at Hout- 
nek elicits little enthusiasm as the ecrit- 
ics unanimously pointed out some time 
ago that the policy of the Boers would 
be one of slow retirement. 

Colonel Baden-Powell reported official- 
ly from Mafeking under date of April 
20th that all was well there. He adds: 

“Thirteen nativé women tried to get 
away during the night of the 15th. 
The enemy opened fire on them and. killed 
nine and wounded two. I wrote to Sny- 
man, pointing out that he ghells the na- 
tive stadt, which is full of women and 
children, and that when they are trying 
to escape by day the Boers have captured 
and flogged them and sent them back, 
and by night they shoot them down, pre- 
tending to mistake them for night at- 
tacks. Snyman has not replied. The 
proportion of xilled and wounded above 
speaks for itself.’’ 

Other news from Mafeking details the 
careful saving of the provisions and says 
there are diminished rations for 9,000 souls 
within the beleagured town. The Amer- 
ican hospital ship Maine, after having 
been inspected by Lady Randolph Church- 
ill_and others of the committee, satled 
from Southampton for the cape today.

BOERS SAIL FOR AMERICA 


Peace Delegates Are Now En Route 
to New York. 

Rotterdam, May 3.—The Boer delegates 
were warmly greeted today as they drove 
to the quay and boarded the steamer 
Maasdam, of the Holland-American line, 
bound for New York. Dr. Leyds, the 
diplomatic agent of the Transvaal, will 
accompany the party to Boulogne-Sur- 
Mer. The vessels fn the river displayed 
the Transvaal, Orange Free State and 
Dutch flags, while numerous societies, 
with bands playing nationa] airs, assem- 
bled on the quay, one association singing 
the national anthem, in which the public. 
joined. After Dr. Leyds and the Boer del- 
egates had boarded the steamer, Mr. 
Fischer addressed the crowd. He re- 
marked that in the song just sung, refer- 
ence was made to the people of the coun- 
try. 

“But,” he added, “no mention ig made 
of peace or liberty, without which there 
can be no question of peace in the coun- 
try. We are going to a country which 
—— for liberty with the same country 
with which we are fighting. We also hope 
to obtain this liberty. We have not 
sought for the support of factions in Hol- 
land, nor will we seek for them in Ameri- 
ca. We will only seek the people. On 
our return we hope to be able to say 
that in them also we find suppor‘ers of 
our cause.’’ 

The Maasdam sailed at 4 p. m.

London, May 3.—In the parliamentary 
bi-election at Portsmowth today to fill the 
vacancy caused by the withdrawal] of the 
liberal member, Walter Owen Clough, Mr. 
T. A. Bramsdon, liberal, defeated Majen- 
die, conservative, by 610 votes. 


BOERS CAPTURE BRITISH. 


Advices from Pretoria Give Details 
of Engagement. 

Pretoria, May 2.—An official far bulle- 
tin issued here, reports that on April 
2th the federals captured nine prisoners 
and ten horses eastward of Thabanchu 
and that on April 230th a British mount- 
ed corps appeared near Brandfort. -The 
federals attacked them on two sides and 
fhe British retired. Two federals were 
wounded and eleven prisoners were tak- 
en. Another account, semt!-official, of this 
affair says that the Wakkerstroem and 
Ermelo commands had skirmish with 
the British near Brandfort. After a sharp 
fight eleven prisoners were taken and 
nineteen British were left dead on the 
field, including Captain Leary. Few of 
the federals were injured. The heavy 
bombardment by the British has been 
resumed at Fourteen Streams. An Amer- 
ican has been arrested in connection with 
the Begbie explosion.

Columbia's Telephone Service Is Being 
Extended. 


TO TALK AT LONG DISTANCE 


Capital of State Will Be in Communi- 
cation with Other Places. 


BISHOP CAPERS AT LOUISVILLE REUNION 


He Has Been Selected To Deliver the 
Memorial Sermon and Has Ac- 
cepted—Other News. 


Colimbia, 8. C., May 3.—(Special).— 
Last night George A. Browning, presi- 
dent of the Home Telephone Company, 
of Greenville, which controls the combi- 
nation of Piedmont telephone lines, filed 
a declaration with .he secretary of state 
and secured a commission for the Con- 
solidated Telephone company of Colum- 
bia. The capital stock is $50,000 and 
George A. Browning, M. E. McDonald 
and M. A. Malone are the promoters. 

This means a great deal for the long 
distance telephone service in South Caro- 
lina. Many small lines heretofore lack- 
ing connections and generally disjointed 
have been brought into the system. 

When Mr. Browning was ,seen and ask- 
ed about his plans, he remarked that the 
organization of this company meant the 
linking of all independent lines in the 
state into one big system, and that this 
end would be reached at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

Mr. Browning’s system, which comprises 
the cities and towns of Greenville, Pick- 
ens, Easley, Liberty, Travelers’ Rest, 
Greer’s, Piedmont, Pelzer, Williamston 
and Simpsonville, and is now connected 
and operating with all the lines running 
to Andersqp, Belton, Ahbeville, Green- 
wood Cross Hill, Laurens, Clinton, Eno- 
ree, Woodruff, Spartanburg, Gaffney, Pa- 
colet, Union, Newberry, Prosperity and 
Chapin, has proven remarkably success- 
ful. The lines are now only twenty miles 
from Columbia, as will be noted from the 
name of the last place. In these lines 
$70,500 capital is invested and 2,072 ’phones 
are operated. When Columbia is reached 
and the system is put in here, the Con- 
solidated company proposes to immedl- 
ately run a line to Winnsbero, where 
a consolidation will be effected with the 
connected system at present’ § including 
Yorkville, Blacksburg, Lancaster, Ker- 
shaw, Chester, Rock Hill, Winnsboro, 
Fort Mill, Gastonia (N. C.) Charlotte, 
(N. C.), King’s Mountain (N. C.), Gro- 
ver, (N. C.), Monroe, (N. C.), and Cam- 
den, a system having 1,588 ’phones. This 
makes a total of 3,660 telephones that 
will thus be made available to Columbia. 

By consolidating with the Pee Dee 
system, building a line to Wedgefield to 
connect, a total of about 6,000 telephones, 
exclusive of the Columbia list, would prob- 
ably result. 

By an overwhelming vote the city of 
Orangeburg has exempted from city 
taxation and licenses for a period of five 
years the Orangeburg Manufacturing 
company. 

Bishop Capers Accepts. 

All South Carolina veterans are delight- 
ed to know that Bishop Ellison Capers of 
the diocese of South Carolina, the dis- 
tinguished exconfederate general, who is 
now one of the most elouqent and force- 
ful divines in the country, has been selec- 
ted to deliver the memorial sermon at 
the confederate reunion at Louisville, 
Ky., one Sunday, June 3. General Gor- 
don, commanding ths United Confederate 
Veterans, has notified the bishop of his 
appointment and the latter has ac- 
cepted the duty. 


Bloodshed in the State. 


Richland county, in which Columbla is 
situated, is getting a deplorable record 
for man slaying. The court of sessions 
adjourned two weeks ago and already 
there are seven prisoners in jufi awaiting 
trial on the charge of murder. 

The latest case was the assassination 
of Horace Colemar, a mulatto, by a 
gang of negroes. Jim Long is charged by 
the coroner's jury with firing the fatal 
shot and William and Marsh Curry are 
held as accessories. Coleman had alien- 
ated the affections of a woman with 
whom Long had been friendly and 
Long and his friends, according to the 
story, laid in wait for him last night. 
When Coleman appeared a load of 
slugs from a shotgun was fired into his 
chest by Long while the others used 
revolvers. Coleman ran and jumped a 
fence. The assassins thought they had 
missed their man until the dead body was 
found several hours afterwards. 

To Apply for a Charter. 

The South Carolina Interstate and West 
Indian Exposition will in a day or two 
apply to the secretary of state for a 
charter—the capital being $250,000. About 
$100,000 has already been subscribed, prin- 
cipally in Charleston where it is proposed 
to hold the exposition. Next week a 
committee of South Carolinians will go 
to Washington to get what favorable con- 
sideration is possible from congress.

C., which 
the Florida Central and Peninsular rall- 
road has been using pending the comple- 
tion of the connecting link of the ninety 
miles and the bridge across the Congaree 
river at Columbfa, which will link to- 
gether :he Florida Central and Peninsular 
system and the Seabouara Air- Line system, 
and on and after May 10th the Seaboard 
Air-Line and the Florida Central and 
Peninsular system will operate their own 
trains over their own tracks all the way 
from Pe'ersburg, Va., to Jacksonville and 
Tampe. Track laying on the line between 
Richmond and Petersburg has been finish- 
ed, and scon after May 10th the new Sea- 
board Air-Line railway will run through 
train service between New York and 
Tampa, using its own tracks from Rich- 
mond to the extreme southern portion of 
Florida. 


STRIKERS ARE NOW AT WAR 


Carpenters’ Association Are Quarrel- 
ing with Each Other. 
Philadelphia, May 3—The struggle of 
the men engaged in the building trades In 
this city for an eight-hour work day with 
increased wages took a new turn today 
when there was a split between one of 
the carpenters’ organizations and the 
Allied Building Trades League afiad as 
a result bitter war is now on between 
them. From an aggregate of 3,00 men 


who quit work on Tuesday, the day the 
| eight-hour campaign was inaugurated, 


: 


the total num®ér “or men now idle has 
swelled to over 8,000 with prospects that 
thts number will be increased as the fight 
goes on. Wtaen the eight-hour movement 
began thirty-six building trades in order 
to better carry on their contest, amalga- 
mated into the Allied Building Trades 
League. In this city there are three inde- 
pendent organizations of carpenters, 
namely: The Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners, with a membership of 4,000; 
the Amalgamated Society of Carpenters 
with 350 members, and the Philadelphia 
Carpenters’ Association with 150 members. 
The latter two organizations became affil- 
jated with the league, but the Brother- 
hood steadily refused to join for various 
reasons. The relations became straighten- 
ed and last night the Brotherhood decid- 
ed that its men could work on operations 
where non-union carpenters and Other 
non-union workmen were employed, It 
also decided that its members should not 
engage in sympathetic strikes. In retali- 
ation the Allied Building Trades League 
decided that no men affiliated with the 
league should work with a Brotherhood 
carpenter, and that the latter should be 
looked upon as a non-union. As @ result 
thirty-six business agents, representing 
all the trades in the league began war on 
the unaffiliated corpenters early today 
and kept it up all day. 


Standard Oil Co. Raises Wages. 

New York, May 3.—The World tomorrow 
will say: Twenty-five thousand men em- 
ployed by the Standard Ofl Company all 
over the country have had their wages 
raised 10 per cent. Mutterings of a possi- 
ble labor storm gathering came from Con- 
stable Hook and brought about the in- 
crease.

Boston, May 3.—The strike of the brew- 
ery engineers has been declared off on a 
compromise. 


PUBLISHERS ENTER PROTESTS. 


American Association Send a Memo- 
rial to Congress. 
Washington, May 3.—Representatives of 
the American Publishers’ Association to- 
day presented a memorial to the senate 
finance committee finally asking that 
some relief be afforded on account of the 
higher price of paper. The delegation 
said the association represented 22,000 
newspapers. No particular legislation 
was advocated. The resolution recited 
that the price of printing paper used by 
newspapers has increased from 6 to 100 
per cent without reason or warrant to be 
found in the conditions of the industry, 
which was believed to be the working of 
a trust. The association appealed to con- 
gress to inquire into the conditions com- 
plained of to the end that suitable leg- 
islation might be provided to remedy the 
conditions. As newspapers are sold ata 
fixed price, the resolution says, publish- 
ers cannot put the increased cost of the 
paper on the consumer and in many 
instances this increased cost means the 
confiscation of profits and in others it 
creates actual loss. A copy of the reso- 
lution also was presented by the dele- 
gation to the house ways and means 

committee. 


OPERATED ONCE IN ATLANTA 


West Virginian Is Arrested by Chi- 
cago Authorities. 

Chicago, May 3.—Albert L. Ryder, who 
says his home is at Parkersburg, W. V4a., 
where his parents are wealthy, was ar- 
rested tonight by the police on the charge 
of defrauding persons in different parts 
of the United. States by a species of mall 
order business. 

The police say thé postal authorities 
have been searching for Ryder for 
months. They~-also claim to have found 
letters in Ryder’s room showing that he 
has operated in Cincinnati, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Philadelphia, New York®, Atlanta 
and other cities. Ryder says his business 
was legitimate.

Victims of Utah Mine Disaster 
May Reach 250, 


ESTIMATES MADE TOO GREAT 


Cremation May Become Necessary In 
Many Cases, 


SECRET ORDERS AMONG THE DEAD 


Odd Fellows and Knights of Pythias 
Are Hunting Among: the 
Bodies for the Mem- 
bers of Those 
Orders. 


Salt Lake, Utah, May 8.—The latest 
dispatch from Scofield says that | 
the extreme estimate of dead its now 
conceded to have been too large, and 


it is numerically impossible to place the 
loss of life at 800 as there were not that 
many men in the mine. The probabil- 
ities are that 230 will be about the total 
number of dead. Relatives of the vic- 
tims continue to arrive from all the sur- 
rounding towns. 

There are not enough coffins in the 
camp to bury the dead and to add horror 
to the situation the bodies are rapldly 
decomposing. It has been suggested that 
cremation may have to be resorted to. 

There are fifty bodies for which no 
provision for burial has been. made. A 
joint committee of Odd Fellows’ = and 
Knights of Pythias spent the day among 
the dead, identifying members of their 
orders. They found about twenty of 
each among the dead. The school chil- 
dren of this city have gathered a car- 
load of flowers which will be sent io 
Scofield in a@ special car at their dis- 
posal. 

Subscriptions for the relief of the suf- 
ferers are coming in from all over the 
state and the total now amounts to 
$13,000. 

John Kirton, one of the men brought 
out of the mine alive, died today. The 
body of Foreman Parmalee was found 
among the dead late this afternoon, his 
body being terribly mangled. A funeral 
train with bodies of the dead will leave 
Scofield tomorrow morning for Salt Lake, 
Ogden and Coalville and one body will 
go through to Springfield. 


PRESIDENT SENDS MESSAGE 


McKinley Receives Expression of 
Sorrow from Cambon. 
Washington, May 3.—The president to- 
day sent the following telegram to the 
&0vernor of Utah: 


“Executive Mansion, Wash! ton, Ma 
3.—Governor Wells, Salt lake City, Utah 
—I desire to express my intense sorrow 
on learning the terrible calamity which 
has occurred at Scofield and my deep 
Sympathy with the wives, children and 
friends of the unfortunate victims of the 
explosion. WILLIAM McKINLEY.” 

The French ambassador called on Pres- 
ident McKinley and Secretary Hay today 
and conveyed the condolence of the 
French republic to the people of the Unit- 
ed States over the mine disaster at Salt 
Lake City. He handed the secretary the 
following personal letter on the subject: 

“Embassy of the French Republic in 
the United States, Washington, May 3, 
1900—Mr. Secretary of State: The presi- 
dent of the French republic has just 
heard of the terrible catastrophe which 
has taken place at Salt Lake City. He 
has instructed me to oe his interpreter 
near the president of the United States 
of America, and to assure him of the sym- 
pathy which he feels on account of this 
sad event.

THEY CAUGHT AND BELLED A BUZZARD

From Description of Mr. McAlister, 
They Believe It Is Their 
Buzzard. 


Athens, Ga., May 8.—(Special.j—Mr. R. 
C. McAllister. of Fort Gaines, a few 
days since captured a “belled’’ buzzard 
and advertised the fact in the newspaper. 
The men who bellied the buzzard have 
been found fn this city and the story as 
told by them is quite interesting. The 
parties who belled the buzzard, at least 
three of them, are Messrs. H. Cobb Da- 
vis, Jesse L. Jarrell and George T. Smith, 
of this city. The story they tell is as 
follows: 

In 1963, thirty-seven years ago, a com- 
pany of Echols Light Artillery, from 
Oglethorpe county, was located at Camp 
Leon, a few miles from Tallahassee, Fla. 
Buzzards were plentiful and one day sev- 
eral members of the company, including 
Messrs. Smith and Davis, set a “sapling 
trap”’ for the birds, using a tempting bait 
of spoiled meat. Ere long a big buzzard 
was jerked up. The men had no wish to 
kill him and it was decided to put a bell 
on him and let him go. 

This was done, and a bronze bell, an- 
swering almost exactly the description 
given by Mr. McAllister, was tied to the 
bird's neck. A leather collar was used 
and some date was cut on the collar. 

These gentlemen are now in _ corre- 
spondence with Mr. McAllister in regard 
to the old buzzard with a bell on Ais 
neck.

WINDSTORM HITS ATLANTA 


Velocity of 60 Miles an Hour Was 
Reached Yesterday.

TEMPERATURE TOOK TUMBLE 
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For a Few Moments the Streets Were 
Deluged with Showers of 
Sand and Dust. 


The wind blew like a tornado for a few 
minutes yesterday afternoon, and for a 
time it looked as if Atlanta would be vis- 
ited by a cyclone. 

About 4 o’clock the temperature began 
to drop slightly and soon a stiff breeze 
was blowing from the north. This in- 
creased in velocity with great swiftness 
and in ten minutes the air currents were 
rushing around the corners at the rate 
of sixty miles an hour—an unusually high 
rate for this section of the country. For 
fully ten minutes the gale kept up, car- 
rying everything light and moveable be- 
fore it. Sand and dust blew through the 
streets in sheet-like waves that filled the 
eyes of pedestrians and ruined the sum- 
mer dresses of the ladies who were on the 
streets in great numbers. 

‘Across the street from the Prudential 
building, where the work of tearing down 
the Electric building is in progress, the 
sound of the wind as it struck the loose 
laths and mass of broken timber piled in 
the street resembled the rattle of small 
arms. Small pieces of wood and scraps 
of paper were lifted from the ground, 
hurled high in the air and carried for 
blocks. 

In a few minutes the wind subsided. 
Almost immediately the air grew cooler. 
In the distance one could see from the 
top of the Prudential building an im- 
mense double rainbow, which indicated 
that rain had fallen near the city. In 
Atlanta, however, no rain fell. By 10 
o'clock at night the change in temper- 
ature was so sudden as to be decidedly 
disagreeble to those who were dressed for 
mid-summer weather. 

Mr. Marbury, chief of the weather bu- 
reau, stated yesterday afternoon that the 
windstorm was purely local and was to 
be expected at this season of the year atf- 
ter the extreme hot weather. The wind’s 
velocity was sixty miles an hour for a 
few minutes. The highest record for At- 
lanta is seventy-five miles an hour. 


BOUGHT TICKET TO ATLANTA. 


C. E. Thayer Skips Out from Chat- 
tanooga Between Suns. 


Chattanovga, Tenn., May 3.—(Special.)— 
Cc. E. Thayer, an expert stenographer and 
typewriter who came to this city about 
six months ago from New Orleans with 
his wife and two children, skipped out 
Tuesday night with a small amount of the 
funds of the Citizens’ bank, where he had 
been employed, ‘together with about $60 
or $75 secured from various and sundry 
friends whom he had inveigled into cash- 
ing worthless checks ranging from $2 to 
$3. Shortly after ‘Thayer came here he 
became a high roller and his wife re- 
turned to her people in New Orleans 
about a month ago. Thayer bought a 
ticket for Atlanta. His checks for small 
amounts came into the bank in numbers 
all day today, all of which were dishon- 


ored., 
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posed of some of the best known dentists 
in the state.

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A recent statement given out by Hon. 
A. W. Terrell, former United States min- 
ister to Turkey, may result. in checking 
to some extent the popular demand that 
the sublime porte be “‘licked."’ 

Among the diplomatidally enlightened, 
the idea that the United States will 
use force in abstracting the payment of 
an indemnty of some $80,000 for the burn- 
ing of missionary stations, is not one 
to be thought about with seriousness. 

“In spite of obstacles to such a bel- 
ligerent course that are practically insur- 
mountable,’’ remarked a well-informed 
Atlantian yesterday, ‘‘there is a notice- 
able desire on the part of the government 
to let the public mind play with the im- 
pression that Turkey is to go the samo 
road Spain went. 

“Take for granted that the porte final- 
ly declares (and this will probably be 
the case) that not one copper is to be 
paid as indemnity to the United States, 
what are we to do? Declare war? Such 
a declaration would be tantamount to 
going to war with six of the greatest 
powers of continental Europe. 3y the 
treaty of Berlin, a compact which the 
public mind has’ evidently overlcoked, 
Turkey is under a protectorate of these 
six great powers. Inform the porte that 
We are preparing for war, and I have 
not doubt that the inscrutible person ay 
the head of Turkish affairs will hold his 
sides with laughter. It !s plain that un- 
der the terms of the Berlin treaty, war 
with Turkey means the destruction of the 
‘balance of power,’ and Abdul Hamed, 
when threatened with war will doubtless 
invite the United States to discuss the 
matter with his protectors and not with 
him. War with Turkey alone might not 
be such an unpleasant affair, but my 
hopes for the perpetuity of the union 
forbid my regarding war with combined 
Europe as a thing to be desired.”’ 

Ex-Minister Terrell in his recent inter- 
view on the Turkish situation calls atten- 
tion to ‘the fact that Russia’s claims 
against the porte, similar to ours, are 
vastly greater in amount and are in fact 
based on better grounds. Tt appears 
that Turkey has never admitted that she 
owes the United States anything. FurtHer- 
more that the question of right in the 
matter has never been determined by any 
impartial tribunal. The sympathy for 
the Armenians in Turkey has doubtless 
led the average American into hatred for 
everything Turkish, save tobacco, and un- 
til recently it was not generally known 
that the main cause of Armenian persecu- 
tion is the inborn desire of the Armenian 
to overthrow the established govcinment. 

The discussion of the Turko-American 
dispute which has been indulged in to 
fully as great an extent in Ewcpe ag in 
America, recently drew from one of the 
foremost Vienna papers, The Meue Wel- 
ner Tageblatt, the following incidental 
comment: 

America as a great power has been 
too long left out of account. <Ameri- 
can imperialism may involve many 
perils for the American tnion itself, 


but it is far more dangerous for other 
States.

It will be recalled that some time 
before the precipitate flight of Mr. Tay- 
lor from the state he established himself 
in feudal form behind the ramparts of 
the capitol and dared any save hig im- 
mediate friends and those who had im- 
perative business at the statéhouse to 
break through the cordon of troops un- 
der his orders.

A regular pass was issued, of which the 
accompanying illustration igs a likeness, 
and those who had passes could enter, 
and those without passes had to stay 
out. The gate thus opened by Mr. Tay- 
lor was narrow for his own safetv’s 
sake and very few entered in, hence the 
scarcity of passes and the general desire 
for one as a souvenir. 

Nothing could be more appropriate on 
such a pass than the seal of the common- 
wealth of Kentucky, which appears in 
the left hand corner. It serves to in- 
tensify the impression that the Kentuckli- 
an who composed the motto “‘United we 
stand, divided we fall,’’ came as near the 
truth as human expression ever cdmes. 
The audacity displayed by the officials in 
thus presenting their shortcomings to the 
world is certainly worthy of: note. 

The recipient’ of the pass reproduced 
here, S. H. Wolfe, is a consulting actuary 
of New York city, and had business in 
the capitol at Frankfort, while Taylor 
and his people matintalned the barricade. 
The holder of the pass regards his sou- 
venir so highly that he has had litho- 
graph copies made in order to supply his 
friends. 


William Allen, of the parish of St. Mary 
of the county of Middlesex, Island of Ja- 
maica, died testate in the the year 1797. 
It now develops that this old-time gen- 
tleman in dying left in his will a direc- 
tion that the sum of 180 guineas out of 
the proceeds from the sale of his estate 
be devotedly annually to the establish- 
ment of a free school in the state of 
Georgia, the school to be located accord- 
ing to the will, at or near the great cy- 
press pond in Burke county. The idea 
was not a bad one, but the question now 
arises, was the money ever used for such 
a purpose? Governor Candler has received 
a very polite letter from one of the de- 
scendants of this same William Allen, a 
descendant living on the old estate of his 
forefather in Jamaica, inquiring whether 
the school was ever established in Burke 
county. 

The records of the secretary of state's 
office, although they have been looked 
over closely, fail to throw any light on 
the subject. The natural supposition is 
that no such free school was ever inau- 
gurated, and that this portion of the will 
of William Allen, miscarried. There is 
said to be mofe than one cypress pond in 
Burke county, and it might have been dif- 
ficult to select the very one the testator 
had in mind when he framed his will. 

At all events, there is one free schoor 
in Georgia less than there ought to have 
been. 

In the old-time, queer reading testament 
of William Allen, a copy of which was 
forwarded to Governor Candler, there is 
one thing that attracts the mind of more 
than usual interest. It is noted that af- 
ter naming his executors William Alien 
wrote that if at any time Jamaica should 
cease to hold its allegiance to the Britsh 


crown, the governor of the state of Geor- 


gia should become his executor, indicat- 
ing his belief that Jamaica’s next step 
would be annexation to the United States.

The Carnegie company and 
the contractors rose to the occasion, The 
old hall burned Wednesday, April ith. On 
the following Saturday the Carnegie com- 
pany made the first shipment of iron for 
the new hall to Minneapolis to be worked 
up into trusses; on Sunday, sipril 22d, two 
trusses arrived in Kansas City by special 
train. The work is now just fceur days 
ahead of the schedule, and is progressing 
by daylight and electric light, with every 
man employed who can be used. Ths

STRIKE OF STONE 
CUTTERS SETTLED 


Granite Cutters and Quarrymen 
Also Reach Agreement, 


BOTH INTERESTS SATISFIED 


Arbitrator Collier Splits Difference In 
Stone Cutters’ Troubles, 


GARMENT WORKERS STILL OUT 


Boycott on Output of Factory Has 
‘Been Ordered and Committees 
Appointed To Work on 
Merchants and Rail- 
way Clubs. 


The Soft Stone Cutters’ Union and the 
Granite Cutters’ Union both settled their 
differences with their respective employ- 
ers yesterday and will return to work 
this morning. The Garment Workers’ 
Union strike is still on. 

President Charles A. Colller, of the 
League, who was ap- 
pointed sole arbitrator between the strik- 
ing members of the Soft Stone Cutters’ 
Union and their employers, met represen- 
tatives of the two warring interests yes- 
terday at noon in the Federation hall. 

The contractors and the workingmen 
stated their contentions to Mr. Collter. 
The stone cutters asked for an eight- 
hour work day and wages of 40 cents per 
hour. The contractors were willing to 
grant the eight-hour day asked for, but 
declined to pay the men more than 3 
cents per hour wages. 

After all the facts in the maiter had 
been submited to Mr. Collier, and he had 
cross-questioned both sides, he gave his 
decision. In view of the fact that the 
contractors had expressed themesclves 
willing to grant the eight-hour day ask- 
ed for by the stone cutters, and the oth- 
er facts brought out, Mr. Collier decided 
to split the difference on the wage ques- 
tion and fix the wages to be paiij at 3744 
cents an hour. 

This decision was thoroughly satisfac- 
tory to both the contractors and the 
stone cutters, and the latter will return 
to work this morning. 

The demands of the striking granite 
cutters were granted yesterday by the 
quarry men, and all of the men who went 
out at Atlanta, Redan, Lithonia and 
Stone Mountain last Tuesday will return 
to work today. The granite cutters de- 
manded an eight-hour work day and a 
sliding of wages, the maximum 
wage to be 37 cents per hour. 

When an agreement incorporating these 
demands was presented to the quarry 
men yesterday they all signed it and the 
| strike was officially declared off. 

Garment Workers Still Out. 

There were practically no new develop- 
ments in the garment workers’ strike 
yesterday. 

At a méting of the strikers, held late 
yesterday afternoon in Federation hall, 
committees were appointed to wait on the 
merchants and others who buy or handle 
the goods turned out by the factory run 
by McClellan & Moore, and ask them to 
withdraw their patronage. Committees 
were also appointed to lay the matter be- 
fore the other trades unions and the rail- 
way organizations and ask their sym- 
pathy and co-operation. 

McClellan & Moore declare that the 
strike will not affect the operation of 
their factory. They say that they do 
'not wish to run their factory’ under un- 
|jon rules any longer and that the vlaces 
‘of the strikers will be quickly filled by 
' non-union labor. 

The Garment Workers’ Union has de- 
clared a boycott on the output of the fac- 
tory. Members of the union say that no 
union man nor any merchant dependent 
on union trade will buy or sell the gar- 
ments made by the boycotted firm.

The build- 
ing and grounds committee, which visited 
the park Wednesday afternoon 
a thorough inspection of the grounds, also 
submitted a statement in regard to the 
condition of the buildings, and asked that 
a number of minor changes be rade. 

Prior to the regular meeting the financs 
committees held a brief executive session 
and fixed the salaries of the officers, The 
finance committes yecommended that 
Secretary Martin’s salary be made $200 a 
month, his remuneration to begin March 
ist and extend to January ls& The salary 
of the assistant secretary, John Weisin- 
ver, was fixed at $100 a month,

Place May Speak. 


THREE OF THEM ARE WILLING 


Each Says He Is Ready if the Oth- 
ers Are. 


DEMOCRATIC LEAGUE ARRANGING MATTER 


President Latham States That He 
Was Requested by One Candi- 
date to Arrange the Affair. 


It is altogether probable that a joint 
debate will occur between the four candi- 
dates for the office of solicitor of the city 
criminal court, as the matter has al- 
ready been broached and several of the 
candidates have agreed to it. 

If held at all the debate will be under 
the auspices of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic League and will occur probably 
some evening of next week—possibly on 
Wednesday. The superior courtroom will 
be secured for that purpose and the in- 
teresting meeting between the candidates 
will doubtless be largely attended. 

President Edgar Latham, of the Young 
Men's Democratic League, was seen con- 
cerning the matter. Mr. Latham stated 
that he had been seen by one of the can- 
didates about arranging for a joint de- 
bate and expressed the opinion that the 
meeting of the candidates would doubt- 
less occur some evening next week at 
the courthouse. 

“One of the gentlemen in the race for 
the solicitorship of the city Criminal 
court came to me yesterday,”’ said Pres- 
ident Latham, “and asked if I would ar- 
range for a joint debate between the can- 
didates for that place. I stated I had no 
objection to looking into the matter and I 
then saw the other three candidates. 

“The first one I saw said he was hearti- 
ly in favor of the debate and would cer- 
tainly take yart. The second gentleman 
stated he was in it if the others were, 
and the third said that while he did not 
belleve there were any principles to be 
discussed, he had no objection to taking 
part if the other three candidates would 
consent.” 

Mr. Latham intimated that the matter 
had been taken up quietly and declined 
to give the name of the candidate who 
he said had suggested the joint debate. 

The four candidates for the sollcitor- 
ship of the city criminal court are Eu- 
gene R. Black, the incumbent; Hubert L. 
Culberson, Alex W. Stephens and R. B.

The health of the family is preserved by 


law or endangered by the neglect of the 
‘servants.’ kiven the relative amount of 
work necessary to Keep a house in prop- 
er cleanliness depends upon the condition 
of the streets which are cared for by 
jaws Law determines the disposal of 
ashes, garbage and litter from the house. 
Indeed, there is no end to the connections 
of the home and the government. If 
the ‘queen of the home’ is to be taxed 
upon nearly. all she eats, wears or uses 
in order to maintain a government, and 
if this government is to regulate her wa- 
ter supply, her gas supply, her health, her 
conduct, her comfort, and since the gov- 
ernment consists only of officers who act 
as servants of the people, and the ‘queen 
of the home’ is one of the people, does it 
not follow by all the logic of common 
sense and all the sentiment of justice 
that she should act as one of the rulers 
of our land? Aye. Then seat the ‘queen 
of the home’ upon the throne of govern- 
ment beside the ‘king of business,’ and 
let them rule together, Put upon their 
brows the diadem of royalty, and into 
their two right hands the same wands of 
authority.’’

“The office of naval war records, in the 
navy department, has been engaged for 
some years in compiling and publishing 
the records of the union and confederate 
navies during the war of 1861-1865. 

“Your assistance in obtaining originals 
of all existing confederate records is 
earnestly requested. The archives of the 
confederate navy were in great part de- 
stroyed at the close of the war, and its 
history can only be made up from such 
papers as may still remain in the pos- 
session of individual officers or their fam- 
ilies. It is in the highest degree desira- 
ble that these papers should, as far as 
possible, be transmitted to the depart- 
ment to be embodied in the work now in 
the course of publication. In many caaes 
this. has been done and very valuable 
additions have thus been made to the 
record. Much more, however, remains to 
be done, and unless the deficiency can be 
supplied the narrative of many opera- 
tions of importance will remain incom- 
plete. 

“In justice to the actors themselves in 
the great struggle it is important that 
this correspondence should be embodied 


in the publication, in order that all who | 


participated in the war may take their 
place in its Listory. I therefore ask that 
if you have in your possession copies of 
letters, reports, 
ments of any kind whatever relating to 
confederate naval operations, whether in 
the form oi press copies, letter books, 
journals, logbooks, loose files or other 
memoranda, you will kindly transmit 
them to me at the above address—(Office 
of Library and Naval War Records, Na- 
vy Department), and that you will give 
me any assistance in your power toward 
getting information or documents from 
others. I am authorized to say 
expense of transmission will be borne by 
the department, and that all papers, af- 
ter having been copied, will be returned 
to the owner, if he so desires. 

“Small packages of papers may be sent 
by mail under a frank, which will be 
inclosed to you on request, and larger 
packages by express. 

“It is hoped that all who are inter- 
ested in the subject, and are in a p»o- 
sition to further it, will give their hearty 
co-operation toward securing the full 
est and most accurate recorl possible. 
Photographs and plans of vessels are in- 
cluded in the desired list.’’

corps. 

An interesting feature of this parade 1s 
that each of the nobles will be in full 
evening dress, wearing the Turkish fez, 
and they will attract considerable at- 
tention. The line of march embraces 
Pryor, Mitchell, Whitehall, Alabama, 
Broad, Marietta, Peachtree to the gov- 
ernor’s mansion, and back Peachtree and 
Whitehall to Hunter street to the Ma- 
sonic lodge. 

This parade will not interfere witn the 
reception to be given by Grand Com- 
mander Brown, as the reception begins 
at 4 o'clock and the parade does not 
start until 5:45 o'clock. 

Many people are under the impression 
that the curine is a Masonic order, but 
such is not the case.
